Havoc riayed With Wires, and Com- 


munication Very Difficult. 


Boston. Feb. 22.—The principal feature 


Of the storm which set in Sunday in New 
England seems to have been the quality 
and quantity of the precipitation, al- 
though the wind at some points blew 
with almost a hurricane velocity. The 
moisture which fell in the southern and 
western portions was a mixture of rain. 
sleet and damp snow, which 
played 


havoc with the telegraph wires. render- 
Ing communication between this city 
and New York extremely difficult. At 
one time during Monday a single tele- 
graph and a lew telephone wires were 
the slender threads which kept the hub 
in touch with the metropolis, and these 
threatened to become useless at any mo- 
ment. As the storm center which all 
day hung about the Jersey coast began 
to fill up, the conditions became more 
favorable for the transmi«sion of news, 
so that by night the gale of the morning 
had materially diminished, much to the 
gratification of the various telegraph 
und telephone companies. 


Within a radius of L'6 miles of Boston 


and somewhat farther to the south ward 
the storm's Influence seemed to be con- 
fined to a driving rain. The principal 
effect of the rain was to melt a greater 
portion of the snow, and swell the brooks 
and streams into raging torrents, over- 
flowing the lowlands and causing con- 
siderable Inconvenience. 


Along the coast from Xantucket to the 


eastward, while the wind blew hard and 
the sea ran high, very few coasters were 
caught outside, and those found a harbor 
in safety before the blow had been on for 
many hours. As u result of the warning 
by the weather bureau nearly every one 
of the principal ports along the coast 
has a number of the fleet, and these riot 
only included tugs, barges and sailing 
vessels, but many of the larger coasting 
steamers. No v. recks of any descrip- 
tion were reported from the exposed 
points, which have been the scenes of 
numerous disasters.

New York. Feb. 22.—Passengers who 


arrived Monday afternoon on tht- Ward 
line steamer Seg-uranoa from Havana 
said that great excitement prevailed in 
Havana, and at the time of sailinK thi- 
forelgn population was of the opinion 
that the Maine was destroyed by de- 
sipn. It was cited among other things 
that the Spanish man-of-xvar. which 
was anchored near the Maine, changed 
her moorings previous to the di^ast-r. 
One of the passengers. W. L.. Cat-bin. 
went so far in his statements as to s.iy 
lhat he saw a boat go near the Maine 
a short time previous to the explosion, 
and said he would go to Washington to 
make a statement before the propt-i au- 
thorities. 


C. P. Holcomb of Newcastle, Del., gen- 


eral manager of a street railroad in 
Philadelphia, was outspoken in his lie- 
lief that the investigation at Havana 
would reveal startling circumstances-,. 
"I went to Havana," said Mr. Holcomb, 
"not at all in sympathy with the in- 
surgents, but on Wednesday, when we 
got to Havana, I believe many of the 
Amerlcans on board were in a mood to 
commit murder. The Hags of the Span- 
ish warship were not a.t half must. The 
vessels of all other nationalities had 
paid this slight tribute to the dead. I 
had a telegram to bring back the re- 
mains of Apprentice Glazier, \\lio is the 
son of my bookkeeper. 1 found that he 
was among the saved. The contrast be- 
tween the bearing of the Spaniards and 
Cubans is strong. At »Ue funeru.1 of tin- 
Maine's seamen the Cuban women in the 
Btreets were almost all dressed in mourn- 
ing, while the Spanish ladies vi ore colors. 
The only American flags I saw in the 
whole procession were two small ones 
about three by six inches. I \\ ent aboard 
the Alphonso XII and was received po- 
litely. The only expression of regret 1 
heard there was from an oilicer. who 
complained that the force of the Maine 
explosion had broken his toilet bottles. 
There can be no mistaking the indiffer- 
ence of the Spaniards in Havana over 
the loss of the warship and those on 
board. On Thursday while driving tw 
the cemetery with two American friends 
I was assailed with jeers, and someone 
threw a large stone at our carriage." 


F. W. Bobbett of this city, who said 


that he was with Mr. Hulcomb in tlie 
carriage, added: "That's perfectly true. 
In fact one or two children yelled alter 
us that they had blown up the 'Ameri- 
cano.' and they were glad of it. I did 
not hear a single expression of regret 
for the terrible loss of life from any 
Spanlard during the time I was in Ha- 
vana." 


Frank Welnhelmer of this city, nn eye 


witness of the explosion, told the fol- 
lowing story: "On Tuesday evening I 
strolled down to the river front for a 
breath of fresh air. A number of per- 
sons were walking about the pier near 
the custom house. Out in the harbor 1 
could see the dim outlines of the Maine 
and, close by, the Spanish warship. 1 
was about 300 yards from the Maine. 
The first intimation I had of an explos- 
ion was a crunching: sound. ThenjUiere 
came i terrible 
roar. Immediately 


pieces of debris (lew skyward from the 
Maine. Some of them inuBt have been 
thrown at least 300 feet. It looked HS 
though the whole inside of tho ship had 
been blown out. Many persona on the 
pier were nearly thrown from their feet 
by the force of the explosion. The air 
became stifling; with smoke. The crowd 
on the pier rushed back toward the city, 
The wreck burned for about two hours. 
and by its flaring light we could set- the 
work of rescue in the bay, but were un- 
able to render any assistance," Mr, 
Welnheimer said he heard an excited 
Spaniard declare shortly after the ex- 
plosion that If the 'Americanos' sent 
another warship It also would be blown 
up. 


M. J. Naghton, an insurance man of 


Chicago, was seated In front of the hotel 
when the explosion occurred. It was 
followed, he stated, by another and a 
much louder one. "We thought 
the 


whole city had been blown to pieces," 
e«.i<J Mr. Naghton. "Some said the in- 
Burgentu were entering Havana. Others 
cried out that Morro cantle was blown 
up." 
Continuing; his description of thn 


panic which existed in Havana shortly 
after the explosion, Mr. Naghton BftiO; 
"On the prado is a large cab stand. The 
minute after the explosion was heard 
the cabmen cracked their whips; and 
went rattling over the cobblestones !ik« 
crazy men. The fire department turned 
out, and bodies of cavalry and infantry 
rushed through the streets. There was 
no sleep in Havana that night. The 
Spanish officials were quick to express 
their sympathy and acted very well as 
a whole, but I think their expressions of 
regret lacked 
the 
spontaneity and 


warmth wbich would have been charac- 
teristic of an American city had such a 
disaster occurred under similar circum- 
•tancee." 


William L,. Carbln. the passenger who 


professed to have Important Informa- 
tion about the explosion, refused to make 
further statements than he made at 
quarantine. The other passengers on 
the Segnranca did not take Mr. Carbln 
as seriously as he took himself.
